Cumbria, the county in Eng- 
land’s farthest north-west

160 jobs are to go at 
Whitehaven’s Marchon phos- 
phates factory and Circuit Foil 
(UK) have finally sold their 
Silloth Airfield factory, ending 
any hope that there might have 
been a return by the company 
that teu years ago was the 
town’s main employer. 

Luxembourg company Cir- 


cuit Foil (UK) closed its Silloth 


factory in 1992 with the loss of 
200 jobs. The local economy 
was devastated as the original 
company, Yates Circuit Foil, 
had been in Silloth since the 
mid-1960s. Initially it was 
hoped that the factory might be 
sold to another company as a 
going concern to safeguard the 
jobs, but the Luxembourg own- 
ers, rather than face competi- 
tion in the British market, de- 
cided just to mothball the fac- 
tory and trade from their Euro- 
pean head office. For nearly a 
decade the factory stayed in the 
hands of Circuit Foil (UK) giv- 
ing rise to a hope for Silloth’s 
beleaguered workforce that the 
company might return to the

coastal town. But now all the 
equipment has been removed 
and the factory sold to a local 
transport firm. 

The former Treatment 
Works, to the side of the main 
factory, have been gutted and 
the buildings left in a danger- 


ous and dilapidated state. A 
spokesman for Circuit Foil told 
Freedom that Britain’s require- 
ments were now being met 
from Luxembourg. 

What a way to treat a town 
and a people that have given a 
quarter of a century of loyal 
service.

THE British people have already 
become a minority in at least two 
London boroughs according to 
‘Population Trends’ published by 
the Office For National Statistics 
(ONS). 

Brent, in the north west of the 
capital, has 57% black or Asian 
residents and Newham, in the 
east, has 56%. Other boroughs 
are expected to follow suit over 
the next ten years with 230,000 
mainly white residents 
leaving the capital in 
the past 12 months, 
while 50,000 ‘settlers’ 
have arrived from 
abroad.

IN RACIST ATTACK 


It is becoming apparent that 
the extra powers given to the 
police and courts to come down 
heavily on racially motivated 
attacks must only be used 
when there is an ethnic minor- 
ity victim. Cambridge Police 
described the murder of 17 
year-old Ross Parker in Peter- 
borough on 20th September as 
a ‘motiveless attack’. 

Ross was murdered at Borges 
Boulevard in the town when he 
was set upon by a gang of ten 
Asians. The fact that Ross Parker 
was white and his attackers were 
Asian was irrelevant according to 
the police. But it would have been 
acompletely different story if the 
roles had been reversed and the 
victim had been Asian. The 
‘senseless attack’ would have 
become a racist murder!. 

Readers will remember when 
Walter Chamberlain was attacked 
by three Asian youths when mak- 
ing his way home after watching 
arugby game in Oldham. He was 
so brutally assaulted that his 
cheekbones and eye sockets were 
fractured and photographs of the 
pensioner’s injuries shocked the 
whole country. Mr Peter Wright, 


QC, for the prosecution said that 
the motivation behind the attack 
was racist and that the pensioner 
was picked on because of the 
colour of his skin. 

But Judge Woodward refused 
to accept that the brutal assault 
on Mr. Chamberlain was a racist 
attack: “I am satisfied that there 
is no evidence for the jury to 
come to the conclusion that this 
serious attack was motivated by 
race.” Can you imagine a similar 
summing up if the attackers had 
been white and the victim a vul- 
nerable Asian pensioner? Whites 
just don’t count!

NEW Labour, in 1997, prom- 
ised to safeguard the future 
of school playing fields. David 
Blunkett, then Education Sec- 
retary, promised “TI will en- 
sure those playing fields which 
schools and local communities 
need are not sold in the fu- 
ture.” 

In a speech in December 1999 
Tony Blair confirmed Labour’s 
pledge, promising to end the 
Tory policy of forcing schools 
to sell off their playing fields. But 
it’s all proved to be just more 
empty words. Department of 
Education figures, revealed in 
September, showed that over 
the last three years just 3.5% of 
applications to turn school play-

In the wake of the WTC and 
Pentagon terrorist attacks by

“Judge Merciless” Ronald

A law-and-order, anti-immi- 
gration politician known lo- 
cally as “Judge Merciless” has 
delivered an unexpected blow 
to the German chancellor, Mr 
Gerhard Schroeder, with a 
strong showing in state legis- 
lative elections in Hamburg. 

The former judge’s party, 
formed less than a year ago, took 
nearly 19 per cent of the vote. 
The Judge campaigned on an 
anti-immigration law and order 
platform. 

Mr Schill, at a campaign rally, 
repeatedly drilled into minds of 
listeners that Hamburg’s foreign 
communities - about 20 per cent 
of the 1.7 million residents - are 
responsible for 70 per cent of its

OCTOBER sees the National Hunt 
season get into full swing, although 
it remains to be seen what effect the 
devastating foot and mouth epidemic 
will have on racecourses and stables 
in the affected areas of Cumbria and 
Northumberland. 

According to the TV pundits one of 
the hardest races to find the winners 
of during the winter months is the three 
mile novice chase. Form in these con- 
tests means nothing with the runners 

either stepping up from hurdle races or 
having their first outings on a race- 
course. 

It’s the sort of race where you feel 
like sticking a pin in to make a selec- 
tion but, in fact, there is a much better 
way of trying to find the winner and

LEAGUE

THERE’S going to be more to play for 
in the Unibond League, (formerly the 
Northern Premier League), this sea- 
son with play-offs introduced for the 
first time in any non-league competi- 
tion. 

The normal two-up and two-down be- 
tween the Premier Division and the First 
Division has added spice this season. 

The third from bottom club in the Pre- 
mier Division will join the 3rd, 4th and 
5th clubs in the First Division in a knock- 
out competition of two semi-finals and a 
final to see who can gain the vacant place 


that’s by backing the horses that are bred 
to win such races. 

A three mile chase in bottomless going 
for inexperienced jumpers takes some 
completing, and it takes a specially bred 
horse to be able to last out and win such 
arace. Sires to look out for who regu- 
larly turn out 3 mile chase winners are; 
Buckley, Carlingford Castle, Damister 
Machiavellian, Primitive Rising, Seymour 
Hicks, and Shardari. 

These sires, all born in the 1980s, are 
regular or promising producers of horses 
who excell over fences in distances of 
three miles and over. 

You have a lot better chance of finding 
the winner of such races if you know the 
winning record and distance statistics of 
National Hunt jumping sires.

IT was an odds-on certainty that after 


the BNP’s excellent General Election

identify only one Asian supporting 
Burnley. 

Football clubs have been put under 
great pressure in recent years to re- 
cruit ethnic minorities to both their 
playing staff and supporter base. 

The 1998 Football Task Force de- 
manded that clubs start employing 
black and Asian staff, and the anti- 
racist “Kick It Out’ campaign also lob- 
bied clubs to make concessions to 
entice more ethnic minorities to attend 


- games. 


Despite these efforts a report last 
month from the Sir Norman Chester 
Centre for Football Research found 
that, . . . “most football clubs in areas 
with large ethnic minority populations 
attract very few members of those 
communities to their grounds.” 

Burnley have certainly done their bit 
to encourage the town’s Pakistani 
population to Turf Moor. 

Despite making a loss of £1.6 mil- 
lion last year they appointed Burnley 
trialist Nourredine Maamria, a former 
Tunisian Under-21 international, as 


their Ethnic Minorities Officer. Together 
with community worker Mashug Hussein 
they visit local schools coaching young- 
sters and promoting the club. 

But Mashug Hussein says it’s not 
enough. “If Burnley put more funding 
in, we could really build bridges; involve 
the players as role models, and take the 


football club into the Asian community 


with a range of programmes.” 

Burnley’s chief executive Andrew 
Watson says the club are doing every- 
thing they can to attract Asian fans to 
Turf Moor, consid- 
ering the club’s 
precarious financial. 
position. . 

He bluntly sums 
it up that: “Most 
Asians aren’t foot- 
ball fans.” 

Nationwide Sec- 
ond Division club 
Bury implemented 
the Football Task 
Force’s recommen- 
dations when in 
September1999 
they signed Indian 
International 
Bhaichung Bhutia 
from East Bengal. 
He become the first 
Asian player ever 
to appear in the 
English Football League and the club 
hoped that having a hero from their home- 
land would entice the local Indian com- 
munity to Gigg Lane. | 

Unfortunately the venture was a finan- 
cial disaster for the cash-strapped club 
with Bhutia struggling to acclimatise, 
making only 23 appearances in two years 
and the majority of those as substitute. 

The response from the Indian commu- 
nity was also a bitter disappointment, 
with little or no interest shown in the 
ciub’s initiative. 

Bury supporter Phil Ritchie echoes 
Andrew Watson’s views, “Asians are not 
into football, they like cricket.” | 

That supposition seems to be borne 
out by the fact that one ethnic mi- 
nority at least were out in force in 
May and June with over 50,000 fer- 
vent flag-waving fans at Old Trafford, 
Headingly and Trent Bridge raising 
the roof for England’s first test se- 
ries of the summer .. . . unfortunately 
though there was more chagrin for 
The Independent - they were sup- 
porting Pakistan! 
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
